County supervisors have 
awarded a $409.493 contract 
for the widening and im­ 
provement of Prospect Ave­ 
nue and Palos Verdes Bou­ 
levard in the Torrance-Re- 
dondo Beach area, according 
to Supervisor Burton W. 
Chace 

The Board of Supervisors 
yesterday awarded the con­ 
tract to the Rush Engineer­ 
ing Construction Co . Inc . of 
South El Monte. 

The firm was the lowest 
of seven bidders, with offers 
ranging lo a high of $471. 
525 The over-all cost of the 
project, including construc­ 
tion, engineering, and right- 
of-way acquisition, is esti­ 
mated at more than $900. 
000.

PROSPECT HILL BE im
proved from Knob Hill Ave­ 
nue to Irena Avenue, while
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Palos Verdes will undergo 
reconstruction between 
Shadycrof t Avenue and 
Irena Avenue. Chace said. 

"Work on this vital road 
project will be started im­ 
mediately." Chace said 
"Completion is expected by 
next May." 

W'ork includes widenine 
Prosper! and Palos Verdes 
to four lanes w-ith full curbs 
Also included are road 
drains and a sewer line on 
Prospect from Palos Verdes 
to Avenue D
